"The Courier-Journal desires 
your views on the political issues now 
[ the country," was the brief 
it by which the Courier-Journal 
representative presented his draft on the 
t*-Governor. It w 
honored. 

"A general reply to your questi< 
said (Jen. Buckner, "would be to refer 
you to the ancient shibboleth of the 
Democratic party, to which, with rare 
ixceptioiiH, as it) the greenback agitation, 
it has uniformly adhered: I .oral self- 
government, souud money and free trade 
—the latter subject only to the necessary 
wants of the Government to collect 
revenue to defray its legitimate ex- 
penses. 

"The last enunciation of the principlta 
of the party in the Chicago platform of 
1 80S in but an elaboration of the policy 
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Government anil not its dependent ; de- 
nounces legislation which would give 
bounties to one class and protection to 
another at the expense of all other citi- 
t -na ; advocates the use of both gold and 
silver as money in which one dollar shall 
be worth as much as any other dollar, 
and insists that paper money shall be 
maintained at an equal value with coin. 
This policy, advocated by the Democratic 
parly, was overwhelmingly Indorsed by 
the people at the polls Kvery Democrat 
thus planted himself on this platform, 
and I see no reason why any should 
abandon it to-day. 

"The financial question treated in that 
platform is now the absorbing issue be- 
fore the piople, made so by the insist- 
•nee of a large portion of the Democratic 
party, of the Populists and of many Re- 
publicans upon the immediate free coin- 
age of silver in unlimited quantities, aa 
full legal-tender money, at a ratio of 16 
to 1 to gold. This position sharply an- 
tagonizes the enunciations of the Demo- 
platform on tho question, is large- 
ly experimental, as one of its most promi- 
i nent advocates declares, and therefore 
should not be accepted by the people 
without a calm and careful considera- 
tion of the consequences which would re- 
. suit" from an experiment which might 
prove costly and disastrous to the coun- 
try." 

"What are your views on bimetalisra?" 

"The use of both gold and silver is eo- 
sential to conduct commerce and trade ; 
gold, containing a much greater value in 
a smaller bulk, is more fitted by its port- 
>r larger payments, and silver for 
the smaller transactions of t<ade, the 
smallest transactions in the retail trade 
being supplied by the use of the copper 

"Aa more than nine-tenths of commerce 
of the world is conducted on a system of 
credits it is desirable that this system 
should be placed on a broad and firm 
basis. That basis is coined money, for 
•very holder of a note or other evidence 
ol Indebtedness expects eventually its re- 
demption In such money or iU equiva- 
lent It is evident that the greater the 
amount of this money of ultimate re- 
demption, as it is called, the more con- 
fidence will be inspired in the value of 
the credit on which it is based. Itshould 
be the policy therefore of Government* 
to legislate ou this subject in such man- 
ner as will maintain in circulation ti e 
largest amouuts of both gold and silver 
of interchangeable value. But as silver 
has lost its full legal tender value in 
nearly every great commercial nation of 
the world the question of its rehabilita- 
tion is a serioua one. The Democratic 
party proposes, in its platform, to at- 
tempt the accomplishment of this result 
by international agreement— by the con- 
certed action of all commercial nations. 
A large number, differing from this view, 
propose its accomplishment by ths action 
of our Government alone, in the free and 
unlimited coinage of ailver, at full legal 
tender value, at a ratio of 16 to 1 with 
gold, the ratio of actual valuta being 
about.;." to 1 There are many objections 
to this proposed lunovation ou the policy 
enunciate* I in the Democratic platform.

Iling 
in value and having obligated ItsaH to 
maintain its parity at any cost excited 
distrust both at home and abroad It 
was predicted years ago by emin nt 
writers, both at home and abroad, that 
disastrous consequences would retult 
from the aasnmption of such an obligs- 
The policy was denounced in the 
tform as 'frought with 
possibilities of dingers in the future.' 
People began to doubt the ability o( the 
Government to redeem its promises. Be- 
ginning as far back as 1890 our securities 
were thrown upon the market. The dis- 
trust grew with the continued fall in the 
price of silver increasing the respon- 
sibilities of the Government to maintain 
its nominal value. All American secu- 
rities were doobted. People distrusted 
one another. A general panic prevailed 
the country. The silver certificate and 
greenback were brought to the Treasury 
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To replenish its losses the 
impelled to borrow SKiO,- 
rithin one year.

argument of the free-coinage advocates. 

'This question involves a considera- 
tion of tin; difference between sound 
money and fiat money," replied the 
Governor. "Though not the only form 
if good currency the precious tnetalp, 

»xcliangeabln value irrespective of their 
Form or of any inscription upon them 
Their value, as Adam Smith showa, is 
based upon the labor coat of producing 
them They possess qualities so dtsira- 
ble that they can always be exchanged 
for anything the holder wishes to. buy. 
Their value depends upon their weight 
and fineness. The earliest record of 
their use is in Genesis, where it is re- 
corded of Abraham that he returned 
from Kgypt 'very rich in cattle, in silver 
and iu gold ;' and where we also find that 
payiug for the burial place of his wife 
'he weighed to Kphron the silver which 
he had named in the audience of the 
Sons of Heth, four hundred shekels of 
silver, current money with the mer- 
chant.' The middlemen of that day 
used these metals and they circulated 
amongst the people long before Gov- 
ernments intermeddled with them. 
When they did so it was but to recog- 
nise the already established value of 
the metal, by coining it into pieces of 
convenient size and by placing npon the 
coins a stamp certifying, in effect, that 
its weight and fineness corresponded 
with that which had already been ac- 
cepted by the merchant and by the 
people. Copernicus, in his treatise, 
■s thiH fact in saving that the stamp 
dy a certificate that the coins con- 
tain the proper quantity of gold and 
silver. The learned Oreaine, more than 
500 years ago, alter showing to his Prince 
that no authority resided iu the State to 
stamp on the coin a value greater than 
its just weight called for, said that to do 
so 'falsifies the .stamp,' which thus be- 
comes a liar and commits perjury, and 
bears false testimony.' He even de- 
nounced against those who committed 
Buch an act the maledictions uttered by 
Isaiah against those who make unjust 
laws; which, I doubt not, were grievous, 
aud should induce those who are medi- 
tating such a proposal to pause at least 
long enough to ascertain the iwnalties 
which may overtake tlu ui for the perpt • 
tration of such an iniquity. 

But, notwithstanding this, we are 
seriously confronted with the populifctic 
theory that the value of a coin depends 
not upon its weight and fluent sa, but 
entirely upon the potency of the govern- 
mental stamp. Like most other popu- 
liatic theories, this is not new. It was 
piobably received by them as a legacy 
from the famous Kentishman, Jack 
Cade, who was au eminent populist 
during the reign of tne tlth Henry. Like 
those of the present day, he believed 
inly in the potentiality of government 
regulate all values, either by written 
statute or by word of mouth, greatly pre- 
ferring the latter method, however, as 
he doea not seem to have been anything 
of a scribe. 'Burn all the records of the 
realm,' he ixclaimed, ss he entered Lon- 
don at the head of his rebel force ; 'my 
mouth shall be the Parliament of h'ng 
land. • • • There shall he in England, 
seven half-penny loaves sold (or a penny, 
the three-hooped pot shall have ten 
hoops, and I will make It felony to drink 
beer.' Unfortunately, the reign of this 
eminent Populist was cut short, the 
inexorable law of supply aud demand 
resumed its tyrannical sway and regu- 
lated not only the price 1 1 bread anJ 
small beer, but even the number of bands 
on the three hoop . I pot. But his exam- 
ple has not been lost His theories bavo 
been honestly embraced by many modern 
statesmen, who will doubtless be willing 
to clasp hands with an honest Kepubli-

lirelv the price ol gold and Bilver as 
well as of small beer and all other com- 
modities, causing fluctuations propor- 
tionate hi the supuly and demand. Its 
effectual repeal is, therefore, a necessary 
preliminsry step toward the establish- 
ment of the free c< insge system proposed. 
This obnoxious law being out of the way, 
the ratio of silver to gold might lie safely 
fixed at any point between r.sro and 
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ipproaching State con- 
vention the overshadowing question of a 
repeal ol the obnoxious Democratic law 
of supply and demand muBt also lie 
urged. And if the national Democracy 
can not be induced to join ua in denoun 
cingtbis law, we can, at least, secede 
from the national party and become an 
appendage to my Republican acquaint- 
ance, who is so sound on this question, 
and who, I believe, will gladly accept 
our assistance in repealing the law in 
order 'to make prloSB go up.' 

"But as long as this natural law re- 
mains in force all attempts to make fifty 
cents iqualto a hundred cents, a half 
equal to a whole or two things of un- 
equal value equal to each other, will sig- 
nally fail, r 
plishing this 
and over again during the past 600 years. 
During the same period arbitrary mon- 
archs and parliaments have alike tried 
to make two metals at fixed ratios circu- 
late, side by side, in unlimited quantities 
on an equality, but every such attempt 
has prottd a failure. The 'intrinsic 
value,' that which it will fetch when 
li got 
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of inferior value driving the superior out 
of circulation and reducing the currency 
to a monometallism. This lias been 
done again and again in the Kuropeon 
countries, and nearly all middled aged 
men are witnesses to the operations of 
this law in our country. At first the 
less valuable silver drove gold from cir- 
culation, reducing us practically to a ail- 
ver monometallism. The discovery of 
gold in Calfornia reduced the value of 
that metal iu regard to silver, drove the 
legal tender silver dollar from circulation 
and placed the country on a monometal- 
lism of gold. The silver dollar was 
melted down, exported and sold as bul- 
lion at a price in excess of its money 
value, although the Government stamp 
on the gold dollar declared it the equal 
of the silver dollar. Later greenbacks 
were issued as full legal tender I 
Both gold and Bilver immediately 
peared even to half-dimes and 
cent pieces, and we were reduct 
currency exclusively of paper, so 
required nearly three paper dollars to 
buy a dollar of silver or gold. The sin- 
gular fact is thus presented of the same 
Government placing its stamps on three 
different kinds of dollars, giving to them 
all equal legal tender effect and declar- 
ing them to be of the same efficiency, 
but not only were they of different values 
but each different in value from the 
others. But at th • same time there was 
circulating at its face value the $50 octa- 
gon gold piece of California, with noth- 
ing on it but a private stamp and having 
the potentiality to buy one hundred and 
eighty-five paper dollars, each stamped 
by the United States Government as 
worth a full regular legal tender dollar. 
Large amount* ol private gold coins bad 
previous y been issued and extensively 
circulated in this country without the 
Government stamp, as by Keid, in Geor- 
gia, and the Butlers, of North Carolina. 
The very coin which gave name to our 
dollar was issued from a private mint, 
with a private stamp and circulated free- 
ly throughout Europe. And, aa has 
been shown, gold and silver circulated 
freely as money without any atauip at 
all, for hundreds ol years before govern-

Tho Egyptian expedition sail 
Toulon on tho Kith of May. T 
eral's ship was tho Orient On t 
of June, the squadron came to Malta, 
and that place, with its strong defenses, 
was— partly by intrigue and par.ly by 
assault— taken from the Knights. Tho 
French flag was raised over the fortress, 
and many of the Knights joined the 
peditiou. Meanwhile, an English fleet, 
under command of Nelson, passed the 
French flotilla without discovering it; 
sailed on to Alexandria; paused there, 
aud then turned to the northeast, be- 
lieving thatBruejs had made f»r tho 
coast of Syria. 

All this inured to the advantage 
tho French. Napoleon was able to re» 
Alexandria without attack. On the 1st 
of July thocolnmn of Heptimus Soverus, 
rising in the distance, caught the sight 
of the French commander, and gave 
taken of a safe arrival. ~' 
hastily debarked; but n< 
was taken to put the French fleet in a 
defensible position. Without a 
ment's delay, the city was assailed by 
tho invador, and after some desultory 
fighting was captured. Tho conqueror 
of Italy easily made himself master of 
tho city which Alexander had founded 
as the capital of the world. 

But all Egypt was not to be so easily 
taken. Bonaparte proeluinied his mis- 
sion as that of liberator and pacificator. 
The Turks and Mamelukes shoulj be 
expelled; but the people of Egypt should 
otherwise have peaoo. The nation Bhould 
bo raised from the dust. New in- Nin- 
th. ns should be foundod; but the old in 
stitntious, and in particular the Mo- 
hawnnflan religion, should be respect- 
ed. "Extend to the ceremonies prescrib-

For six days Bonaparte had his head- 
quarters in Alexandria. He then remov- 
ed to tho house of the sheik of D:.:nnu- 
hour, and there organized his expedi- 
tion up the Nila A flotilla was or I trod 
to ascend the river, while the army 
marched up the left bank.

Tho Peking nre prolific iu eggs, lay- 
ing from lOt tu 1/1(1 each in tho year, 
but nuiiiy Of the eg«s aro infertile Iu 
fnet.tlic pri I " fnrm.r this ranch thought 
they did ni t get tu excel 60 ' 
from ton cMl Th ■ duck mil orally, or 
ns ordinarily keut HO tho farm, rarely 
lays before s;u ii. ctini". Ducks reared in 
the approved modern style, batched iu 
May, will licgin to lay ubont tho holi- 
days nnd continue laying all winter, 
and this weakins their vitality. Bat 
why Is not the constitution weakened 
also in resri'iit to mailing rapid and great 
growth of frame? The harnynrd fowl 
has undergone tho kmiiiu revolution of 
habit, and I have found their eggs ss 
fertilo in winter ns at any other time. 
Is not this lack of fertility attributable 

of the duck is not completely revolu- 
tionized by domestication? By nature 
the duck is monogamous— thnt is, tho 
drake mutes with one clock— and it Is 
probable, that in large tlockH there are 
drake* thnt will mate each only with 
one duck, Wails other drakes will oare 
for two or more each, and thns the fer- 
tilization pr< vns unequal and irregular. 
Dneks at their best do not show the de- 
velopment of tho polygamous habit to 
the same extent as barnyard fowls. The 
bost authorities recommend in breeding 
only five or six duoks-to ono drake. 

The eggs aro hatchod in iuoubators, 
•which aro set in operation as soou as 
there is a complement of eggs to fill a 
machine. On a well managed duok farm 
the ducklings should begin to peep 
about tho 1st of February, and the in- 
cubators are kept running until about 
the 1st of July. Tho ducks aro reared 
uuder artificial brooders in their housos 
and in small yards and not allowed 
access to water for bathing until a 
month old. I presume in winter they 
never go out of their yards until killed. 
From the time thoy nro hatched nntil 
ready fur market tho ducklings are fed 
all tiiu wholesome food they can digest, 
aud at 10 week, old tho Pckiu-s should 
dress ten pounds to the pair. 

Of course such v.. irjlits are obtained 
only by fiiriners who thoroughly under- 
stand tho business. It is proposed to 
try to rear 20,000 r.t this ranch next 
year. It is estimated thnt Peking ducks 
may bo ronrtd tu tho age of 10 woeks 
for fi cents n pound, and the prico re- 
ceived will probably nverngu 30 cents a 
pound.
